O’SHAUGHNESSY IS

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Charge O’Skaughnessy 
Las been handed his passports by Huerta. Ile will leave 
Mexico City today or early Friday morning. This is the 
first official step toward open declaration of war. 
Earlv todav a cable was received from the Ameri- 
a 
t 
can charge. It said: “ Having been given my passports, 
I am leaving Thursday night or Friday morning.” 
This was the first word from (FSbauglinessy in 
ever forty-eight hours. 
The message from 0\Sliauglmessy was given out at 
3:20 a. in. today. It was believed to have been received 
about midnight. The president was hauled from bed to 
Lear the message read over the telephone by Secretary 
Tumulty who passed a sleepless night. 
With Charge 0\Shaughnessy enroute from Mexico 
Qty, this government waited anxiously today for an 
expected formal declaration of war from Huerta. 
Handing 0 ’8ka ugliness \ 
his passports formally 
severed diplomatic relations. Algara, Mexican charge 
here, was expected to ask for his 
passports 
before 
noon. They will be promptly turned over. 


No longer is there any doubt that there is to be a 
general conflict with a united Mexico lined up solidly 
gainst the might of tile United Stales. Carranza has 
spoken and bis declaration is interpreted by President 
Wilson and his advisers as a threat. 


There will be no more disposition shown to tempor­ 
ize with Carranza than there has

Huerta s efforts.

ranza, rebel chief, will .join 
with Huerta against

Carranza last night wired 
to President Wilson a state­ 
ment that he regarded the 
occupation of Vera Cruz as 
an act of hostility toward 
the Mexican nation, and de­ 
manded that the marines 
now holding the city be 
withdrawn. 
President Wilson refused. 
In a statement issued this 
morning he reiterated his 
assertion that the United 
States is making war upon 
Huerta, not upon the Mexi­ 
can people, and asserted the 
right of the nation to en­ 
force its demands 
upon 
whom it saw fit. 
The vital paragraph in Carranza’s 
message follows: 
“Th* invasion of our terri­ 
tory and 
the 
permanency of 
your forces in the port of Vera 
CYuz are a violation 
of 
our 
rights and will drag us into an 
unequal war with dignity, hut. 
which nntil today we desire to 
avoid * * * Huerta is a culprit 
and his individual arts never 
will be sufficient to involve the 
Mexican

war with the United States, I le­ 
va use he is not the legitimate 
organ of our

eignty. 
The diplomatic language in which 
Carranza’s nole is couched is inter­ 
preted by the administration officials 
to mean that the rebel chief intends 
to combine with Huerta, and make 
common cause against the

States. 
Carranza in bis statement, 
declares that the occupation of Vera 
Cruz was an act of hostility toward 
the Mexican nation. 
F’resident 
Wilson 
had especially 
disclaimed any act of hostility to the 
Mexican people, particularizing Gen. 
Huerta as the object of the A m eri­ 
can operations to secure reprisal for 
offenses at Tampico and elsewhere 
against the American flag. 
Hefted for Rebel Silence 
Consequently the Washington gov­ 
ernment had hoped the constitution- 
alists would remain silent and not 
interject themselves in the imbrog­ 
lio. 
The Carranza letter, however, 
confirmed the fears of m an y officials 
th a t th e co n stitu tio n a lists m ig h t side 
w ith H uerta.

It became known 
today that it is now his desire to 
bring about warfare between Mexi- 
co City and the United States on the 
theory that it will solidify the Mexi- 
can people in spite of his otherwise 
doomed government."

Handing O'Shaughnessy Ms passports formally

City, this government waited anxiously today for an 
expected formal declaration of war from Huerta. 


Handing 0?Shaughness,y his passports formally 


severed diplomatic relations. Algara, Mexican charge

aoon. They will be promptly turned over.

WHAT CIVIL

COMMISSION DOES 


(BY J. M. WYLIB) 


The state civil service commission 


has recently come in for its share of 
damning as one 
of those "useless 


state bureaus," and it has variously 
been called a figurehead and a job 
trust, to sustain the assertion 
that 


state jobs arc still filled with politi- 
cal favorites and incompetents. 
Bo 


Secretary J. A. llazelwood, who hap- 
pens to be also a prominent demo- 
crat, was asked what his commis- 
sion was supposed to be for, any- 
way, and if it was accomplishing it's 
purpose. This is his reply: 


The Wisconsin civil service com- 


mission seeks to eliminate politics, 
religion, friendship and relationship 
as considerations for state service, 
and insert in lieu thereof merit and 
itness for the work to he performed. 
In the early history of our govern- 
ment the scholar, statesman and po- 
litician were one and the same per- 
son. The merit system was truly 
put into operation during the early 
history of our country without ciyil 
service provisions. George Washing- 
ton selected his subordinates wholly 


ou the basis of fitness for the duties 
to be performed. 
He refused to ap- 


point relatives to public office. Jef- 
ferson went further and reluctantly 
appointed friends to positions in pub- 
lic service. 


The spoils system came into ex- 


istence during the days of 
Andrew 


Jackson. 
During the first twenty- 


five years of our 
nation's 
history 


there were but thirty changes or dis- 
missals of employes in public ser- 
vice. 
During "Old Hickory's" first 


term there were 2200 removed from 
public service owing to political be- 
liefs, and at the behest of friends 
Andrew Jackson appointed henchmen 
in their places. 
Inefficiency in pub- 


lic service resulted.
